2. Whether it be not ſafe for our Lord the King, to fulfil all the 
Contents of his Declarations and Remonſtrances, before his Corona- 
tion ; With bis large Pcomiſes upon the Word of a King, to aſſure all 
his SubjeAs of the truth thereof, when there is no AR,nor Stature-Law 
in force, to hinder the efteAual performance of the ſame ? And whe- 
ther any AR made by any enſuing Parliament, to obſtruRt the Peoples 
enjoyment of thoſe declared Promiſes, be not very prejudicial to his 
Royal Word and Perſon ? 

. Whether it be not fafe for the King, to conveen Parliaments by 
the general Suffrages of the People, as is the firſt Parliament of Edw. 
39, after Writs publiſhed and Proclamation made, and not by Letters 
of Ele&ion, &c. Numb. 2. and that none ſhould come Armed with 
Weapons to the Parliament ? And whether thoſe Parliaments ought 
not to aR according to the belt example of Parliaments, { viz.) that 
in the 13th of Edward the 3d, Num.8, 9, who durlt not give their 


Conſents to any Bill, for the ſefſing any Tax, upon the Ninth Sheaf of

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their Corn, Ninth Fleece and Lamb, &c, until they had adviſed with 
the Commons and Freemen in the Country, that choſe them? And 
whether the Statute in the 34th of Edward the firlt, chap. x. That 
no Tallage nor Aid, &c. ſhould be levied, bylis, or our Heirs, in our 
Realm, without the Conſent, not only of Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Earls, 
Barons, Knights,Burgeſſes,+c, but all other Freemen of the Land, was 
not the ground of their, fo doing ? and whether other Statues, of a 
later date, do not expreſs the ſame order ? as the Statute in the x4th of 
E dw. the 3d, chap. 21. and the Statuce in the 25th of Edw.the 3d, 
chap. 8. and the Stat. of the 36th of Edw, the 3d, and the Petitions 
of Right in the 3d of Charles the firft, By which Statute, and other 
good Statutes of this Realm, nothing ought to be againſt the inherired 
Freedom of the Subjects, and chat they ſhould not be brought, nor 
compelled to contribute any Tax, Tallage, Aid, or other like charge, 
not ſet by common conſent in Parliament ; and whether this common 
conſent 1n Parliament, be not according to the Examples afore-men. 
tioned ? and whether Parliaments that a& contrary, be not the only 
enemies to the Statute-Laws and their Country ? 

4. Whether it be not ſafe for the King, according to the contents of 
the 3och chap. of Afagna Chara, that the Lands, Rents, Goods of 
alien Marchant, Papilts, &c. refhiding in England, be ſeized and fecu- 
red, to prevent the giving of Intelligerce how to plot or undermine his 
Governmeart ? and whether it was not upon this ground, the expreſs 
Statute of 2, Hen. 4. Chap, 12, 20. x Hen,q. chap. 7,8. 3 Hens, 
Ch. 3+ 4 Hen.g.ch.6, 1 Hen. 6, ch, 3. That neither Iriſh, Welch. 
men Brittons, Cc. ſhould purchaſe Houſe or Land in any place of the 
Realm, or to reſide or be in either Court, Fort, Town, or City, in the 
fame to prevent Treachery ? and whether this would not be a good 
work to be done now, to prevent an inundation of Popery ? and whe- 
_ the Statute in the 23d of Elizaberh, chap. 4. enjoyn not the 
ame, 

5. Whether ir be not ſ3fe for our Lord the King, to uphold and 
maintain onely one univerſal and general Intereſt, and tro make no dif- 
terence between himſelf and Subje&s ? fince Nature hath provided lite 
to be either in body or head no longer than they are united ; and if 
only to regard the head, and negle&t the body, be not the only way to 
brirg a rune and death upon both ?

miſes arc fulfilled ? 

3- Whether it be not great oppreſſion (upon the miſcarriage of ſome 
people) for them that are innocent to be deprived of their promiſed 
Liberty, and their bodies impriſoned, their houſes ſearched, by the 
botches, boyls and ſcum of a Commonwealth, as their rude debauch- 
ed behaviour, by their ſwearing and damming, and taking away mens: 
Arms, Money, Plate, &c, without Licence, and aferwards take a 
ſum of Money from ſome third perſon, to releaſe him, do not prove 
them to be a company of uarighteous Cacerpillers ? and whether this 
oppreſſion and uarighteouſnels be nor countenanced, to have an Act of 
Oblivion granted particularly co ſuch rude fellows, to ob{truR a courſe 
of Law, and to diſenable the loyal SubjeRts of the King to right them- 
ſelves (for thoſe injuries done them) according to Law ? and whether: 
ſuch praQices do make the People happy and ſafe ? 

4, Whether it be not lawful, and encouraged by the Promiſe of the 
King, for all the People {eſpecially all thole who have had many good | 
things promiſed them, bur as yer no good leeds donethem) to joyn 
in an Aſſociation, and not any more to ſufter ſuch fellows, under any 
prerence Whatſoever, to do the like, bur to (fand npon their guards 
in their own houſes reſpeRively, and keep them out ? And whether 
this be not warranted by the common Law-books ? ard whether 
Judge Cock, was not miſtaken co ay they might do fo, and that ic was

Whether 
now, as the cale fiands, the People can be fafe, if they do not fo aflo- 
ciate ? and Whether {ſuch an Allociation will not make the King more 
late than all that hath been done ſince his coming to his Throne ? 


5+ Whether it be not Treaſon for the People to confeſs the untigh- 
teonſnels ard fin of the Governours and Nobles of a Nation, in their 
prayers, and uſe Danie/'s words, (viz.) We, our Kings, our Princes, 
and our Fathers bave ſinned, and conclude with one of the Reſpon- 
tals in the Common-Prayer-Book, Lord have mercy on them? and 
whether the People can be fafe and ayoid the Judgment of Heaven, if 
they do not ſo confeſs their fin, and pray for them ? or elſe how ſhall 
the Curſe that's upon them depart ? Dar. 9.8, 11, 12, 13, 14+

I, Whether ic be ſafe for King and SubjeR, to reade the Prayers 
made by the Church of Eng/ard, when the Spirit of God in the Go. 
ſpel bids them pray with the Spirit and underſtanding, And the Ca- 
nons of the Church commands them to read Prayer ; and the Apolile 
ſaith, Row,8.26, We know not what to pray for as we ought without 
the Spirits help ; and yer theſe ſuperſticious Prieſts will undertake to 
reach all the People of God to reade Prayer, contrary ro the Com- 
mand in the Goſpel and the help of the holy Ghoſt, and fo [tifle a 
eitr of Prayer, and grieve the holy Spiric ? And whether God will re- 
gard ſuch Readers, that ſo oppole him, or give them a return, that ſo 
contradi@t him ? Or, if it can be in the lealt chought, that a Spirit of 
Holineſs and SanRification can ever reſt and be in mea that delight 1n 
Prophanefſs, Idolatry and Superſtition ? and whether ſuch Prayer-men 
and their Prayers, be ought elſe unto the Lord bur ( yellings and 
howlings of Dogs, Lions, and Bears ) Abomination ? Jer. 5 1. 38. 
Prov. 25.8. and 21, 27. 1ſa. 1.11. To what purpoſe then #« the 
mu'titnde of your Sacrifices? | ſuch Prayers] I am weary of your Abo- 
minations, And whether in a ſhore time God will not be angry and 
a weary of theſe Prayer-men, and their Prayers alſo ? 

2. Whether it be ſafe for either King or Subje& to believe there is 
any other ſpirit in theſe Prieſts and Sutfngle-men, than was in the Pro- 
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phers of King eAhab, when Zedekiah the ſon of Chenaanah went 
near and ſmote Micarah on the cheek, 1 King, 22, 24, and do ma- 
nage their ſpirit as well, and would be {miting all the honelt Preiby. 
ters and others, termed Phanaticks, that preach the Goſpel, elegant. 
ly, pritually and powerfully in the Nation, by getting power from the 
King to put thoſe poor men into Priſon, and feed them there with 
bread and water of afflittion, that their Ignorance might nor be diſ- 
covered, nor their Peace diliurbed ? 1 King. 22. 27, And whether 
there be any other zeal in theſe fellows,than was in the Prieſts of Baal 
and Prophets afore- mentioned, who were only zealous in Perſecution, 
Falſhood and Lyes ? And whether thoſe that Chriſt ſends to preach 
the Goſpel do reſolve the fall of Adam, as one Mr. Garret, a learned 
man in holy Orders did, to be only a wind that blew him down from 
the wall where he was ſet to dry ; Or, as another ſaid that was in holy 
Ocders alſo, That God forbad the Jews to eat Swines fleſh,and Adam 
killed a Pig ard ate it, ard that was the forbidden fruit : Or as one 
Dr. Powry of Biſhopſgate, not long fince, on a Colle&ion-day,affirmed, 
that Miniſters of the Gofpel muſt be comely handſome men ? And 
whether theſe be not all lyars, and do erre, not knowing the Truth, 
when the Text faith, Atts 10. 34. God is no refþetter of perſons, and 
Luke 20. 21. 1 know thou art jaſt, and accepts no mans perſon ; and 
Gal. 2, 6. the ſame ? Ard whether a Miniſter receive from Chriſt a 
ſpirit of prophaneſs, as in Dr. Reeve Dean of Windſor, not long fince 
in Pauls Churchyard at the three Crowns, being moved about a Pe- 
ticion, anſwered, Gods-wounds he could do no more than he could, but 
By God he would do what he could ? And in like manner the reverend 
Biſhop Perce, coming into a Barbors-ſhop where one Mr, Maker- 
neſs was a trimming , the ſaid Makgrneſs oftered him his ſeat, with 
ſome ſuch complement as this ; He was glad to fee his Lordſhip in 
good health, Quorth the Biſhop, doſt chou know me ? Yes, ſaid Mr. 
Markerneſs, you are the Reverend Father in God, Lord Biſhop of 
Bath and Wells, What's thy name, quoth the Biſhop ? my name is 
Makerneſs, The Biſhop preſently ſwares, Godſwonnds, a Pillar of 
the Church ! and whether, if God give not theſe men repentance, they 
are notlike to go to Ahabs and Baals Prophets, being of ſolike a ſpt- 
rit, and ſo near affinity in their works ? 

. Whether it be not ſafe for King and SubjeRts, to keep off and 
avoid all Ecclefiaftical Impofition, fince the Puritan Spirit is lo increa- 
ſed, that for one Puritan in the year 1640, there is noW ten Phana- 

ticks ? 
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ticks ? and whether the penkbeg ts ten-fold cord will not break 
all 1g pieces ? 

4+ Whether it be nor ſafe for King and SubjeR, to nip the Pride 
and Coyerouſneſs of theſe Ecclefiaftical men in the Bud, leſt by their 
Pride and Inſolency they ſwell ſo high, as to renew our DiftraRivons, 
and bring all into Blood again ? 

5. Whether there be ſuch a ſpirit in King, Church, or State, to give 
a quiet Reſponhal, and nor to thirlt after the Blood of him and them, 
that wiſh both King and SubjeR peace and ſafety, will be great cauſe 
of joy to him and them ? otherwiſe, Whether it be Treaſon to con» 
clude with David's Prayer in Pſal.43.1, Judge me,O God, and plead 
my Cauſe againſt an ungodly Nation, and deliver me from the deceit- 
full and nnjuſt men? &c.
